An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was mailed on September 28, 

2010. 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: None. 

2. Identification of claims discussed: Claims 2, 16 and 17. 

3. Identification of art discussed: Landais. 

4. Identification of principal proposed amendments: Examiner proposed amending 
independent claims 2, 16 and 17 to recite the features of claims 9 and 10 and further amending 
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them to include the features previously deleted from claims 2, 16 and 17 in the amendment filed 
August 5, 2009. 

5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Applicant's representative argued 
that Landais does not teach or suggest the features of "a mobile station sending to the network, 
for signaling data transfer requirements, an EGPRS (Enhanced General Packet Radio Service) 
packet channel request." No agreement was reached. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: The Examiner argued that Barany 
reference (U.S. 7,302,251), which was not previously cited in the Office Action, allegedly 
discloses the claimed feature discussed above. No agreement was reached. 

7. Results of Interview: Applicant will take Examiner's remarks and proposed 
amendments into consideration.
